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| BIG BUSINESS BOOM 
FOR UNITED STATES 
 PLEDGED BY WILSON 


The President Says Revival 
Will Begin Under “New 
Constitution of Peace” 
Given by Anti-Trust Leg- 
islation. 


FEAR TO BE REMOVED 
FROM BUSINESS WORLD 


Wilson Says the Proposed 
Legislation Will Dissipate 
Long Apprehension--Pres- 
ident’s Final Answer to the 
Prophets of Evil. 


Washington, June 25.—Under a “new 
constitution of freedom” for business, 
given by anti-trust legislation soon to 
be passed by ®tongress, President Wil- 
son today promised the country the 
greatest business boom in its history. 
This was the president’s final answer 
to opponents of trust legislation at 
this session of congress and to prophets 
of evil times, delivered with deter- 
mined expression and every word em- 
phasized with clenched fist. 

“We know what we are doing,” said 
Mr. Wilson; “we purpose to do it un- 
der the advice of men who understand 
the business of the country; and we 
know that the effect is going to be ex- 
actly what the effect of the currency 
reform was, a sense of relief and se- 


curity.” 

Thagfresident spoke to a group of 
Virginia editors at the white house, 
but his assurances were intended for 
the country. There was every indica- 
tion that the speech was meant to be 
one of the most important of the ad- 
ministration. 

News of the failure of the H. B. 
Claflin company in New York had 
reached the white house earlier in the 
day, but the president did not mention 
the incident. 

Wilson on Existing Conditions. 

“T think it is appropriate, in receiv- 
ing you,” the president said, “to say 
just a word or two in assistance of 
your judgment about existing condi- 
tions. You are largely responsible for 
the state of public opinion. You fur- 
nish the public with information, and 
in your editorials you furnish it with 
the interpretation of that information. 
We are in the presence of a business 
situation which is variously interpret- 
od. Here in Washington, through in- 
@trumentalities that are at our dis- 

Sai and through a correspondence 

ich comes into us from all parts of 

e nation, we are perhaps in a posi- 
ion to judge of the actual condition 
‘f business better than those can judge 
who are at any other single point in 
the country; and I want to say to you 
that as a matter of fact, the signs 
of a very strong business revival are 
becoming more and more evident from 
day to day. 

Business Apprehensive for Years. 

“IT want to suggest to you: Busi- 
ness has bwen in a feverish and appre- 
hensive condition in this.eountry for 
more than ten years; I will not stop to 
point out the time at which it began 
to be apprehensive, but during more 
than ten years business has been the 
object of sharp criticism in the United 
States, a criticism growing in volume 
anl growing in particularity; and as 
a natural consequence, as the volume 
of criticism has increased business has 
grown more and more anxious. 

“Business men have acted as some 
men do who fear they will have to 
undergo an operation, and who are 
not sure that when they get on the 
table the operation will not be a cap- 
ital operation. As a matter of fact, 
as the diagnosis has progressed it has 
become more and more evident that no 
capital operation was nececssary;. that 
at the most, a minor opera- 
tion was necessary to remove ad- 
mitted distempers and evils. The 
treatment is to be constitutional ra- 
ther than surgical, affecting habits of 
life and action, which have been hurt- 
ful. For on all hands it is admitted 
that there are processes of business or 
have been processes of business in 
this country which ought to be correct- 
ed; but the correction has been post- 
poned and in proportion to the post- 
ponement the fever has increased—the 
fever of apprehension. 

No More Guessing for Business. 
“There is nothing more ftal to bus- 
iness than to be Kept guessing from 
month to month and from year to 
year whether something serious is go- 
ing to happen to it or not and what 
in particular is going to happen to it 
if anything does. It is impossible to 
forecast the prospects of any line of 
business: unless you Know what the 
year is going to bring forth. Nothing 
is more unfair, nothing has been de- 
clared by business men to be more 
harmful, than to keep them guessing. 
“The guessing went on, the air was 
full of interrogation points for ten 
years and more. Then came an ad- 
ministration which, for the first time, 
had a definite program of construc- 
tive correction; not of destructive cor- 
rection, but of constructive correc- 
tion of admitted evil—a clear program, 
disclosed so far as possible in a gen- 
eral program, in its particulars as well 
as in 4t8~Beneral features. And the 
administration, proceeded to carry out 
this program. 

“First, there was th tariff, -and 
business shivered. ‘We don't like to 
go in; the water looks cold;’ but when 
‘the tariff had been passed it was 
found that the readjustment was pos- 
sible without any serious disturbance 
whatever. So that men said with a 
sense of relief, ‘Well, we are glad to 
get that behind us, and it wasn’t bad 
after all.’ 

“Then came the currency reform. 
You remember with what resistance, 
with what criticism, with what sys- 
tematic holding back, a large body of 
bankers in this country

ATLANTA RECORDS 
FORIEAT BEATEN 


Even Though People Here 
Sweltered, Residents of 
Other Cities Suffered More 
Than in Gate City. 


Well, even at that, Atlanta still re- 
tains its reputation as a summer resort. 
Even though the government mercury 
climbed to the height of 100.1 degrees 
Thursday afternoon, and the street 
thermometers in the shade registered 
103, Atlanta has the satisfaction of 
knowing that there were much hotter 
places in this southland of ours—yea, 
even in this state. 

A record was smashed at Columbus, 
where the official temperature was 105 
degrees from 2 o’clock until 4. Macon’s 
mercury bubbled up to 103 degrees dur- 
ing the afternoon, and Americus ex- 
perienced 102 degrees of heat. It was 
108 at Athens, and 107 at Dublin. Other 
cities through the southern section of 
the state suffered similar overdoses of 


heat. In Waycross the temperature is | 


reported to have been 105. 
Mighty Hot in Florida. 

But, worst of all, Jacksonville, Fla., 
barely survived a temperature of 110 
degrees. This is said to have broken 
a record of forty-two years. Therefore, 
Atlanta isn’t the only city that went 
into the record-smashing business 
Thursday. i 

Thursday wias the hottest day in At- 
lanta’s history. The highest ever re- 
corded, officially or otherwise, was 100 
degrees on July 19, 1887. The temper- 
ature of 100.1 degrees was noted be- 
tween 2 and 4 o’clock, at which time 
the mercury began a gradual descent 
—so gradual, however, that it was 
hardly noticeable until the refreshing 
shades of twilight brought their much- 
needed relief. 

Atlanta went bath-mad Thursday aft- 
ernoon. So mad, in fact, that the pres- 
sure of the waterworks pumping sta- 
tion was sorely affected by the city- 
wide deluge of water that went into 
bathtubs and came near emptying the 
big reservoir. A cold bath, next to a 
mint-julep, was the most popular in- 
stitution in the neighborhood. Atlanta 
took so many cold baths that the wa- 
terworks pressure was so impaired that 
the pumping station, for an hour at 
nightfall, was unable to lift water to 
five stories of any of the downtown 
buildings. 

The Reason Why.

SHOW QUEER LOANS 


Paynter, of Kentucky, Who 


| Tried to Keep Lorimer in 


Senate, Borrowed $40,000 
From the Lorimer Bank. 


Chica ro, June 25.—An ‘investigation 
by the United States district attorney’s 
office into an item on the books of 
the LaSalle Street National bank, later 
the LaSalle Street Trust and Savings 
bank, a state institution, which recent- 
failed, shows a loan of $40,000 to 
Thomas H. Paynter, former United 


States senator from Kentucky. 

Paynter was a member of the first 
senatorial investigation committee 
which sat on the validity of William 
Lorimer’s election to the senate. Payn- 
ter votéd that Lorimer was entitled to 
his seat. The books of the former na- 
tional bank thus far examined show 
that $10,000 of the Paynter loan was 
repaid and experts are searching for 
further records. 

The bank was controlled by William 
Lorimer and C. B. Munday. The investi- 
gation has revealed, it was learned to- 
day, that large sums were loaned to 
persons interested in’ the then nation- 
al bank on insufficient security. 

The federal inquiry is being conduct- 
ed along the lines of the John R 
Walsh case. Walsh was convicted of 
loaning immense sums from his bank 
to one of his railroad enterprises. 

State and county authorities are in- 
vestigating allegations that “inside” 
depositors were warned to withdraw 
their deposits before the failure of 
the state bank; that certain friends of 
Lorimer and Munday were favored with 
important loans on their personal notes 
ane -%.:'O. U.a," 

Small banks, which closed with the 
failure of the LaSalle Trust and Savings 
bank, will be able to pay depositors in 
full according to William I. Niblack, 
the receiver. The Illinois State bank, 
Which closed today, sued the LaSalle 
bank for $118,000 deposits.

The city fell after four days’ of pre- 
liminary fighting, General Villa’s final 
and victorious assault being delivered 
about 6 o’clock Tuesday evening. 

Thousands Were Killed. 

The dead on the federal side, ac- 
cording to official figures, num- 
bered 4,000 and 2,000 wounded, while 
the losses to the attacking side were 
not stated definitely, though General 
Villa estimated his casualties at 500 
dead and 800 wounded. 

Fourteen thousand federals were en- 
trenched in seemingly impregnable po- 
sitions. Five thousand prisoners were 
captured by General Villa’s’- troops. 
Twelve cannon, nine military trains, 
six thousand rifles and three carloads 
of cannon and rifle ammunition were 
captured. 

Villa’s Acceunt of Battle. 

General Villa himself gave the fol- 
lowing account of the battle: 

“After four days’ hard attacks, 
day’s was the decisive one. The ene- 
my, numbering 14,000, commanded by 
Medina Barron and five other gen- 
erals, were defeated completely by my 
forces, which were aided effectively 
by General Natera’s men. Up to this 
moment we have 5,000 prisoners, twelve 
cannon, nine trains, two carloads of 
rifle ammunition and cannon shells 
and nearly six thousand Mauser rifles 
and a large quantity of provisions and 
other munitions of war. 

“The enemy who escaped went in 
the direction of Aguas Calientes after 
dynamiting the postoffice, the state 
treasurer’s office’ and the stamp reve- 
nue office buildings. The explosions 
killed many of our men and destroyed 
part of the city. The dead of the ene- 
my neamber about 4,000 and 2,000 
wounded. 

“On our part we cannot tell the 
losses of the Dattle, which lasted for 
five consecutive days, but I think there 
are not more than 500 dead and 800 
wounded, who were severely wounded. 
Our artillery operated splendidly. The 
federals destroyed every fort, the last 
being El Grillo.” 

Hills Scaled by 

The constitutionalist 
hill after hill, killing and wounding 
thousands of federals and _ suffering 
heavy losses themselvas. The 
heaps of dead on the mountain side 
and in the city bore testimony of the 
ferocity of the fighting. 

General Villa was in the van of the 
attacking party. Five members of his 
staff accompanying him were wounded. 
The number of constitutionalist offi- 
cers killed or wounded was unusually 
great. General Trinidad Rodriguez, one 
of the best of Villa's brigade command- 
ers, was shot through the throat, and 
is not expected to live. 

The constitutionalists in many cases 
had to advance on hands and knees, as 
those below on the steep inclines pass- 
ed the rifles from hand. These feats 
were accomplished under heavy ma- 
chine gun fire. Nothing to lessen the 
determination of Villa’s troops, though 
the federals had thrown up trenches 
and redoubts on all sides. Hillsides 
afforded no cover for the attacking 
troops. 

The cordon of defense gradually nar- 
rowed until the last hills on the out- 
skirts of the city fell into the hands 
of Villa's men. 

Effect of the Victory. 

El Paso, Texas, June 25.—Tte taking 
of Zacatecas by Villa’s troops places 
the entire northern part of Mexico and 
much more than half of the republic's 
territory in the hands of the constitu- 
tionalists. It marks another stage in 
race of: three rival constitutionalist 
leaders to Mexico City. 

General Villa from Zacatecas prob- 
ably will move against Aguas Calientes 
almost directly to the south, and 
whence the remnants of the Zacatecas 
garrison retreated. General Pablo Gon- 
zales, the eastern divisional command- 
er who took Tampico, has been order- 
ed to take San Luis Potosi, now weak- 
ened by an almost complete evacuation. 

General Alvaro Obregon, command- 
er of the army of the west, is about to 
attack Guadalajara. If successful his 
troops would have even a clearer road 
to the national capital than those of 
Villa or Gonzales. Guadalajara, far to 
the south, and next to Mexico City, the 
largest city in Mexico, affords a road- 
way to the national capital through a 
rich country which easily could sus- 
tain a large army. 

Gen. Rodriguez Killed. 

El Paso, Texas, June 25.—General 
Rodriguez died of his wounds, accord- 
ing to advices received by friends here. 
Besides General Herrera, among the 
other officers wounded were General 
Benito Garcia and Colonel Rodolfo 
Fierro. 

Colonel Rodolfo Fierro, known in 
Mexico as the “butcher” because of 
his fondness for executing prisoners 
personally, is the man shown by the 
constitutionalist investigation to have 
killed William S. Benton, an English

Oyster Bay, N. Y., June: 25.—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and his leading asso- 
ciates today finally settled questions, 
which it is believed, will decide the 
fate of the progressive party in New 
York state this fall.

Roosevelt's nomination for 
the governorship is being urged on 
him by virtually all progressive lead- 
ers, despite his repeated statement that 
he would not run. The leaders said they 
still had hopes. Today the colonel de- 
clined to deny again that he would 
run.

All roads leading out of the city

ances. Many carried all they had saved 
of their household possessions wrapped 
in sheets and shawls over their shoul- 
ders. 

The blaze was started by an unex- 
plained explosion in the factory of 
the Korn Leather company at Proctor 
and Boston streets in the shoe and 
leather manufacturing district in the 
western part of the city, It quickly 
jumped to adjoining property. 

Fanned by a brisk northwest wind, 
the flames swept rapidly through the 
entire district, destroying more than 
twenty factory buildings and scores of 
dwellings and small stores. There was 
a panic among employees in the Korn 
factory, but only one person was seri- 
ously hurt. 

First Spread of Fire. 

The first spread of the fire was on 
the west side of the city, at the foot 
of Gallows Hill. Territory about two 
miles long and more than half a mile 
wide, extending from Proctor and Bos- 
ton streets on the north, to Jefferson 
avenue on the south, was devastated. 
In this district are Proctor, Pope, 
Broad, Hawthorne, Winthrop, Mt. Ver- 
non, Endicott and Peabody streets, in 
which virtually all the structures were 
destroyed. 

In the meantime falling embers 
started fires in South Salem, and the 
more exclusive residential part of the 
city. All the available fire fight- 
ing apparatus was in the historic Gal- 
lows Hill section, where it had re- 
sponded to a general alarm and South 
Salem was left unprotected. One 
building after another burst into 
flames. 

For several hours the fire in this 
district was confined to a small oval, 
but as evening approached the flames 
Spread in all directions, destroying 
hundreds of residences in the district. 
including many handsome homes on 
the most fashionable thoroughfares in 
Salem. 

The city orphan asylum on La- 
Fayette street, sheltering 150 persons, 
was destroyed. All the children were 
saved. 

Baby Born as Fire Raged. 

The Salem hospital was the next prey 
of the flames. Patients were remov- 
ed to safety on stretchers. In the 
excitement a daughter was born to a 
Mrs. Rosetti, an inmate. 

There was no apparatus here to 
check the flames, which licked up 
scores of tenements and high wooden 
apartment houses. St. Joseph's church, 
a huge new brick structure with lofty 
twin towers, and the adjoining 
schoo] and convent buildings recently 
erected at a cost of $250,000, made 
ready fuel. 

At the start the water pressure was 
low and when the fight had become 
desperate a great water main near the 
Beverly bridge broke, making the fire- 
men virtually helpless. Meantime 
calls for assistance had been sent to 
nearby cities and an enormous quanti- 
ty of apparatus responded. 

The Manchester, N. H., engine under- 
took to pump water from the ocean. 
Boston, Lynn and other cities sent ap- 
paratus and details of police. But 
the combined efforts of the greatest 
aggregation of fire-fighting machines 
ever seen here were futile, and when 
darkness fell, dynamite was used. Sev- 
eral blocks in the path of the flames 
were blown up in the hope of check- 
ing their progress, but a fickle wind 
carried the destruction in a new direc- 


tion. 


CANTALOUPE GROWERS 
GETTING POOR PRICES 


Valdosta, Ga. June 25.—(Special.)— 
Cantaloupe growers and shippers In this 
territory are disheartened over the re- 
turns so far, as well as the prospects 
for the remainder of the season. The 
crop is ripening rapidly and shipments 
are going forward as fast as they can 
be loaded, but the returns are distinct- 
ly disappointing. Many carloads of the 
finest fruit so far shipped have brought 
but little more than freight and com- 
missions, leaving the shipper to stand 
the loss. The trouble seems to be that 
the California and Georgia crops are 
being rushed to the markets at the 
same time, piling up in New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia and other cities until 
they are a drug on the market. The 
best price so far had by growers in 
this territory is $1.50 per crate, and 
from that down to 75c per crate.

FOR $35,000,000 


Noted New York Dry 
Goods House and Affiliat- 
ed Stores Placed in Hands 
of Receivers. 


New York, June 25.—The biggest 
mercantiie failure in the history of the 
United States was precipitated today 
when receivers were appointed for H. 
R. Claflin corrpany, of this city. The 
ccCrmrpany,-it it estimated, owes about 
$35,000,000, which at the present time 
it is unable to pay. Its assets are said 
to be $44,000,000. 

John Claflin, head of the company 
and its chief individual stockholder, is 
the owner of a chain of nearly thirty 
other drygoods enterprises through-

the failure. Receivers for several of 
these were named today and similar 
action, it was announced, would be 
taken in the case of the rest. Their 
business will be continued under re- 
ceivers’ management until their finan- 
cial affairs have been adjusted. 

From 32,000 to 5,000 banks in all parts 
of the United States compose the bulk 
of the Claflin creditors. They told 
notes aggregating the major part of 
the liabilities. These notes are said

United Drygoods Not Involved. 

The United Drygoods company, a 
$51,000,000 corporation, financed sev- 
eral years ago by J. P. Morgan & Co., 
to take over other Claflin interests, is 
not involved in the failure. Neither 
is the Associated Merchants company, 
owned by the United Drygoods com- 
pany, and which in turn owns one- 
half of the H. B. Claflin company and 
other large stores, principally in New 
York. 

Mr. Claflin, who was president of 
both the drygoods and Associf{ted Mer- 
chant companies, resigned those posi- 
tions today and it is understood that 
when the H. B. Claflin company is re- 
organized its connection with both the 
former companies will be severed. Cor- 
nélius N. Bliss, son of the late New 
York drygoods merchant of that name, 
was elected td succeed Mr. Claflin. 

According to Mr. Claflin the failure 
was due to the unprecedented shifting 
of trade centers in New York city. 
which compelled the concern to rely 
mainly on its retail stores in other 
cities for its profits. 

“Their rapidly extending business.” 
he said, “occasioned large capital re- 
quirements which we have not been 
able to meet.” 


Vain Efforts to Get $30,000,000. 


The crash came today after vain 
efforts had been made by Mr. Claflin 
to induce J. P. Morgan & Co., and other 
Wall street banking interests to loan 
him money to tide over his embarrass- 
ment. These bankers, it was learned, 
advanced the company several million 
dollars about two weeks ago, but 
banks continued to press their claims 
until it became evident that virtually 
the whole $30,000,000 would ‘shave to be 
raised to save the company from fail- 
ure.

Albert H. Wiggin, president of the 
Chase National Bank, and other finan- 
ciers, made a last appeal, but the de- 
cision went against him. The bankers 
believing a receivership and a reorgani- 
zation of the H. B. Claflin company, 
which would include its separation 
from the United Drygoods company and 
the Associated Merchants company, 
was the wisest course. At this meet- 
ing Mr. Claflin is said to have an- 
nounced his intention to resign from 
the two latter concerns. 

Today John C. Eames, vice president 
of H. B. Claflin company, filed a friend- 
ly suit in equity against it, alleging 
that it was unable at present to meet 
its liabilities. This was admitted by 
the company, and Judge Hand, in fed- 
eral court, appointed as receivers 
Joseph B. Martindale, president of the 
Chemical National Bank, and Frederick 
A. Juilliard, a drygzoods merchant. 


Petition in Bankruptcy. 


Almost simultaneqmsly a petition in 
involuntary bankr cy 


was filed by 
the three merchandise creditors whose 
attorneys announced they would seek 
the appointment of other receivers. In 
this action subpoenas were issued for 
Mr. Claflin, Mr. Eames and Dexter N. 
Force, treasurer of the company, to 
appear and show cause on or before 
July 2 why it should not be adjudged 
bankrupt. 
Immediate to protect the in- 
terests of note holders and the mer- 
chandise creditors were taken by the 
appointment of committees representing 
each. The note holders committee, of 
which J. S. Alexander is chairman, 
asks that all claims be deposited with 
them, and a similar request was made 
in behalf of the merchandise creditors, 
called together by attorneys for the 
Merchants’ Protective ass@iation. Both 
committees announced they would de- 
mand a voice in the reorganization 
plans. Still another protective commit- 
tee was organized under the auspices 
of the Creditors Audit and Adjustment 
association, and the receivers are di- 
rected by the court also to organize 
a creditors’ committee to be chosen 
by all the creditors at an early meet- 
ing. At this meeting the creditors will 
be authorized by the court to vote 
whether the receivership shall be con- 
tinued and whether other receivers 
shall be appointed. The authority 
granted them by the court appears to 
rive them virtual control of the com- 
pany’s business subject to the approval 
of the court. 
Fourth Financial Crisis. 


The failure today marked the fourth 
financial crisis of the H. B. Claflin 
company since it was first established 
in this city in 1843 with firm name of 
Bulkley & Claflin. It was tided over 
financial difficulties in the war be- 
tween the states when southern debit- 
ors refused to meet their northern obli- 
gations; again in the panic of 1873, and 
again in the panic of 1907; when it Its 
understood J. P. Morgan & Co., came 
to the rescue. 

From its humble beginning of seven- 
ty years ago the concern grew to be 
the greatest drygoods enterprise in the 
country and was tihe nucleus, together 
with other enterprises which John 
Claflin promoted, of the Associated 
Merchants company and subsequently 
the United Drygoods company, organ- 
ized in 1909, with $51,000,000 capital 
stock. Its commercial notes, it was 
remarked in Wall street today, were 
accepted throughout the country al- 
most as the equivalent of currency, so 
strong was its credit. 

In announcing the resignation of Mr. 
Claflin, the board of directors of the 
United Drygoods company and the As- 
sociated Merchants company issued the 
following statement: 

“This severs the management of these 
last two companies from the stores 
in which Mr. Claflin has a personal in- 
terest. Mr. Claflin desires to devote 
his entire time to the affairs of the H. 
B. Claflin company and the various 
retail stores in which he is personally 
interested. Mr. Cornelius Bliss is one 
of the leading merchants of New York 
city and is considered as one of -the 
best equipped men of this city for the 
position which he thas accepted.” 


Cause of the Trouble. 


According to Mr. Alexander, the Claf- 
lin company’s difficulties were precipi- 
tated by its endorsement of notes of 
the Claflin enterprises which, owing 
to. general depression in the drygoods 
business, they were unable to pay at 
maturity. Every dollar of the claims 
in this class, he said, resulted from 
such indorsement.

WORKERS FOR TECH 
ARE ENTHUSIAST 


Campaign Committee Hopes 
to Announce Completion of 
Fund in Near Future. 


The leaders of the Tech campaign 
are confident that the mark reached 
by the week’s contributions to the fund 
one of the most successful 
weeks of the campaign. 

With the halfway mark well behind, 
and the enlarged force which is ear- 
nestly working for the end of the tcam- 
paign, it is probable that the commit- 
tee will be able to announce that the 
fund is completed some time in the 
near future. 

Oscar Elsas, of the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton Mills, has, in addition to the 
generous contribution which he has 
made to the fund, announced that the 
Tech men in his employ, of whom there 
are several, may spend as much of 
their time working for the campaign 
as they care to until the end of it. 

C. D. Honiker, engineer of the Ful- 
ton Bag and Cotton Mills, spoke at the 
luncheon yesterday at the Piedmont. 
A number of ways in which the pro- 
posed research laboratories could be 
made a benefit to the factories of At- 
lanta, which had been brought to his 
attention in hiS experience at the Mul- 
ton Bag and Cotton Mills, were ex- 
plained by him to the workers. 

“There is a large amount of substi- 
tution in the materials which are 
bought by the mills of Georgia for use 
in their processes, which cost these 
mills large sums every year, and which 
are almost impossible of detection. 

“For instance, parrafine, which costs 
7 cents a pound, is frequently mixed 
with beeswax, which costs 50 cents a 
pound, and the compound is sold for 
beeswax. 

“It is impossible to detect these sub- 
stitutions without a chemical analysis, 
which is so expensive as to be almost 
prohibitive. ~ 

“By the research laboratory, which 
will be established at Tech, these man- 
ufacturers may protect themselves. 

‘In the matter of tests of materials 


(and machinery at the laboratory to be

JAPAN'S CLASH 


WITH AMERTOA 


All Correspondence About 
California Land Legisla- 
tion Made Public—Japan 
and U. S. in Deadlock.

two governments.

Japan HRejects New Treaty. 

But as late as June 10, two weeks 
ago, the Japanese ambassador, Viscount 
Chinda, left- with Secretary Bryan “in- 
structions” from the Tokio foreign of- 
fice that the projected treaty would 
tend to create new difficulties. The 
Japanese government, therefore, the 
note said, was “disinclined to continue 
negotiations looking to the conclusion 
of a convention on the lines of the proj- 
ect under discussion, but they prefer 
to recur to the correspondences which 
were interrupted and they will now 
look for an answer to the note handed 
Mr. Bryan on the 26th of August, last, 
hoping that in a renewal of the study 
of the case, a fundamental solution of 
the question at issue may be found.” 

The Japanese note of August 26, last, 
which Mr. Bryan was asked to answer, 
concluded: 

“The imperial government claims for 
them (its subjects) fair and equal 
treatment and is unable either to ac- 
quiesce in the unjust and obnoxious 
discrimination complained of, or to re- 
gard the question as closed so long as 
the existing state of things is permit- 
ted to continue.” 

Two days ago Secretary Bryan re- 
plied to that communication but publi- 
cation of the note was withheld today 
because it could not be included in the 
correspondence made public at Tokio. 
It is understood Secretary Bryan re- 
affirmed the position of the United 
States, leaving the subject open for 
further diplomatic exchanges. 

So there the controversy stands, ac- 
parently at a deadlock. There are in- 
timations in diplomatic circles that it 
is being worked around to a stage for 
arbitration at The Hague. A standard 
arbitration treaty with Japan now is 
in force, having only recently been re- 
newed. The proposed treaty halted by 
Japan’s latest attitude, it is under- 
stood, proposed to touch on the natu- 
ralization of. those Japanese already 
owning lands. 

Abstract of Correspondence. 

The correspondence in full makes 
about 30,000 words. An abstract sets 
out the main features in this manner: 

“On May 9, 1913, after the California 
anti-alien land law had been passed, 
but before it was signed by Governor 
Johnson, the Japanese ambassador pre- 
sented the first ‘urgent and explicit’ 
protest of his government. He said 
that in the opinion of Japan, the act 
was unfair and discriminatory, was in- 
consistent with the provisions of the 
treaty, and that it was opposed to the 
spirit and fundamental principles of 


s-amity and good understanding. 


“The ambassador contended the law 
violated the treaty guarantee granting 
Japanese ‘the most constant. protec- 
tion’ for their property. He intimated 
that it was-:contrary to the favored na- 
tion clause also. In closing, the am- 
bassador stated that his government 
‘desired to have it entirely clear that 
they attach the utmost importance to 
the discriminatory phase of the legis- 
lation.’ ”’ 

On May 19, the United States, setting 
forth steps taken by the federal gov- 
ernment to avoid the legislation in 
California, pointed out that the object 
of the legislation was not political, 
that it was the act of but one state, 
and the only object was Wholly eco- 
nomic. The department contended that 
all existing treaty rights are expressly 
preserved by the act. 

On June 4 Japan replied that the 
latest American note did not lessen 
the sense of disappointment and grave 
concern that Japan was convinced the 
measure was Cinly racially discrimi- 
natory”’ and is contrary to the letter 
and spirit of the treaty. 

Japan Looks to United States. 


The ambassador contended that the 
wrong complained of was directed 
against his countrymen as a nation: 
that though it was committed by the 
authorities of a single state, it never- 
theless was to the tederal government 
that Japan must look. He concluded 
that “if the object of the legislation 
in question was wholly economic then 
the conclusion is natural that the ap- 
prehensions upon which the enactment 
was based are unjustifiable and with- 
out sanction of good reason.” 

The ambassador then called atten- 
tion to the American laws under 
which Japanese are not eligible to 
citizenship, which he said “are morti- 
fying to the government and the peo- 
ple of Japan and hurtful to their just 
national susceptibility.” But, he con- 
tinued, the question of naturalization 
is “a political problem of national and 
not international concern. So long, 
therefore, as the distinction referred 
to was employed in relation to rights 
of purely political nature, the im- 
perial government had no occasion to 
approach the government of the 
United States on the subject. But 
when that distinction is made use of 
for the purpose of depriving Japanese 
subjects of rights and privileges of a 
Civil nature it becomes the duty of 
the imperial government to express 
frankly their conviction that the 
racial distinction does not afford a 
valid basis for the discrimination on 
the subject of land tenure.” 

As to Racial Discrimination. 


On July 16 the state department re- 
plied pointing out that the supposi- 
tion of racial discrimination occupied 
in the representations of Japan an 
undeserved position of prominence. 

The American reply went on to a 
long discussion of. the economic ques- 
tion and to point out that the treaty 
made no reference tO ownership of 
land, and’°that Japan had similar laws. 

In reply the Japanese ambassador 
presented a long discussion on the in- 
terpretation of the treaty, still main- 
taining the claim of rights conferred 
on Japanese. 

On July 16 the state 
conténded that the California law in 
express terms required the recognition 
of any rights secured by the existing 
treaty, and that the Japanese theory 
that ownership of property carried 
with it a vested right to dispose of 
such property in any manner wert too 
far. 

In reply the Japanese ambassador 
sent to the department on August 26 
a copy of a telegram from the Japa- 
nese .foreign minister. This com- 
munication stated that the California 
act has established a- discrimination 
of the most marked and invidious 
character against Japan, unjust and 
inequitable, contrary to the letter and 
Spirit of the treaty of 1911, at vari- 
ance with the precepts of good neigh- 
borhood and mortifying to the nation 
of Japan. This was the gravamen of 
Japan’s complaint, 

What Japan Claims.

No word was received today from 
the constitutionalist delegation. It is 
not -known when the members will 
reach here. It is presumed that on the 
arrival of Fernando Iglesias Calderon 
in Washington he will wish to confer 
at length with Luis Cabrera, Rafael 
Zubaran and Jose Vasconcelos before 
thev enter into negotiations with the 
Huerta delegates. Mr. Calderon has 
just come from a long association with 
the constitutionalists at the head- 
quarters of General Carranza and he 
is supposed to possess intimate details 
of the purposes.of the constitutional- 
ist leaders. 

All members of the mediation colony 
are not agreed that disposition of the 
international questions to the_ satis- 
faction of the American and Huerta 
delegates assures the adjustment of 
the Mexican problem as a whole, Deep- 
ly imbedded differences between the 
warring factions on matters of princi- 
ple remain to plague the desires of all 
the forces that seek to bring order to 
Mexico. 

The most difficult of the tasks that 
confront the factions is to agree on a 
man for provisional president. Long 
lists of names have been considered, 
with the American delegates virtually 
acting for the constitutionalists. When 
the constitutionalists have delegates 
here to act for themselves it is hoped 
national pride will bring the factions 
into agreement. 

The mediators Huerta and 
American delegates hope the consti- 
tutionalists will consent to have their 
meetings. here. This matter will not 
be decided, in all probability, before 
Sunday or Monday. It is not unlikely 
that the constitutionalists will select 
Buffalo for their headquarters during 
their meetings. 

Mexico’s capacity for self-govern- 
ment will be placed on trial. Should 
it fail, the occupation by a foreign 
army to bring order out of chaos is 
less likely to be considered a_ viola- 
tion of sovereignty than a humane 
act, such as the allied nations per- 
formed in China. 

ORDERS AWAITED 
FROM CARRANZA. 


Washington, June 25.—Agents of 
the Mexican constitutionalists in 
Washington tonight awaited final in- 
structions from General Venustiano 
Carranza regardin the invitation to 
participate ‘en 
with representatives of the United 
States and the Huerta government on 
plans to complete the pacification of 
Mexico. 

General Carranza telegraphed his 
representatives here early in the day, 
as he left Saltillo, that he would make 
definite his position on reaching Mon- 
terey. He was expected. in_ Monterey 
late today, and his agents, Rafael Zu- 
baran and Luis Cabrera, hoped to re- 
ceive instructions by tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

From Monterey it was reported Gen- 
eral Carranza planned to proceed to 
Nuevo Laredo, where hé would be in 
direct telegraphic communication with 
Washington. This was taken as an as- 
surance that the invitation to partici- 
pate in informal mediation over Mex- 
ico’s internal affairs would be accepted. 

General Villa’s victory at Zacatecas 
is declared to have ironed out all the 
rough edges in the constitutionalist 
ranks. Villa for military aggression, 
Carranza to direct diplomatic negotia- 
tions, was declared to be the align- 
ment of the constitutionalist forces 
agreed upon. 

According to the most reliable in- 
formation obtainable here agents of 
the constitutionalists here will pro- 
ceed to some point near Niagara Falls 
to begin the informal deliberations 
within a few days. The arrival of 
Fernando Iglesias Calderon from New 
Orleans was awaited before detailed 
plans could be completed. It also was 
expected that Alfredo Breceda, per- 
sonal aide of General Carranza, du6e 
to arrive here early tomorrow night, 
would bring information from his chief 
bearing on the situation.

Washington, June 25.—-Senator Owen's 
bill for federal regulation of stock ex- 
changes was ordered favorably report- 
ed today by the banking and currency 
committee. 

The report filed on the bill by Senator 
Owen was an attacx on the methods 


exchange. 

“The stock exchange rules,” said the 
report, “the practice of the brokers and 
the facilities afforded. favor an un- 
wholesome speculation which is haz- 
ardous to the general public.” 

“Itdoes not seem too much to say,” 
continued the report, “that no great en- 
terprise or important securities can be 
marketed in the United States on the 
Stock exchanges without submitting to 
the dictation, and paying the tribute 
demanded by the masters of the finan- 
cial market Place. 

“The extent of gambling is difficult 
to measure. The volume of the turn- 
over of stocks from 1902 to 1912 was 
about $15,500,000,000 per annum. not 
over 3 per cent of which was bona fide 
investment.” 

The report reviewed a number of le- 
gal decisions to show the right of the 
federal government to control the stock 
exchanges through limiting use of the 
mails.

“STARTS IN HOS 


Bill Introduced by Wright, 


of Floyd--Meadows Wants | 


Pay Increased—Important 
New Measures in Senate. 


——— 


Woman suffrage was launched in the 
house yesterday morning when Repre- 
sentative Wright, of Floyd, introduced 
a bill for a constitutional charter 
amendment allowing women to vote in 
Georgia. Mr. Wright, in hig bill, calls 
upon the governor to provide for the 
submisgion of the proposed amendment 
to the people. 

In the first section of the bill the 
amendment calls for the striking out of 
the word male;so that the qualification 
of the voters in Georgia shall read as 
follows: 

“Section 6396, paragraph 2. Who 
shall be an elector entitled to reg- 
ister and vote. Hvery citizen of 
this state who is a citizen of the 
United States, 21 years oid vr up- 
wards, not laboring under any cf 
the disabilities named in this ar- 
ticle, and possessing the qualifica- 
tions provided by it, shall be an 
elector and entitled to register and 
vote at any election hy the people: 
Provided, that no soldier, sailor, or 
marine in the military or naval 
service of the United States shall 
acquire the rights of an elector ny 
reason of being stationed on duty 
in this state.” 

The bill was referred to the commit- 
tee on constitutional amendment, and 
when that committee meets the first 
fight over woman suffrage will take 
place. No matter how the committee 
may report, it is said, the fight is cer- 
tain to be renewed on the flowr of the 
house. 

A committee of ladies, headed by Mrs. 
Mary L. McLendon, was present in the 
Sallery when the bill was read for the 
first time. 

Avalanche of New Bills. 


An avalanche of new bills and the 
reading of the governor’s message were 
the only features of Thursday’s session 
of the house, which lasted only an hour 
and a half. 

Among the important new bills was 
one by Mr. Allen, of Jackson, to submit 
to the voters of the state a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the 
initiative and referendum. 

Mr. Carter, of Appling, introduced a 
bill calling for felony convicts to work 
on a public highway from Bryan coun- 
ty to the Florida line. 

Quick action was taken by the house 
committee on .agriculture, which met 
before the house adjourned and acted 
favorably on a resolution indorsing co- 
operation between Georgia and the na- 
tional government for the extension of 
agricultural work in the state. 

In a resolution introduced by Mr. 
Stovall, of Elbert, an appropriation of 
$10,000 was asked for with which to 
provide two statues of noted Geor- 
gians to be placed in the national hall 
of fame at Washington, D. Cc. In the 
resolution the names of Alexander H. 
Stephens and Dr. William Crawford 
Long were mentioned for the honor. 
The resolution was referred to the 
committee on appropriations. 

Wants Pay Raised. 

One member of the house, Mr. Mead- 
ows, of Wayne, thinks the Georgia leg- 
islator is not paid enough for his serv- 
ices, and he has therefore introduced a 
dillcalling for anincrease from $4 to

age the cattle industry in Georgia. 

Senator Kea, of the sixteenth dis-. 
trict, is the author of a bill prohibiting | 
whites from teaching in negro or mixed | 
schools, and prohibiting negroes from | 
teaching in white or mixed schools. | 

A resolution memorializing congress | 
to repéal the bankruptcy act was intro- 
duced by Senator Starke, of the thirty- 
third district, the resolution declaring 
that the act benefits only lawyers, | 
court officials, receivers and trustees, 
in that the fees generally eat up all the 
assets of a bankrupt.

That portion of the governor's mes- 
sage dealing with the finances of the 
state is produced elsewhere in this is- 
sue. 

Goyernor Slaton urged 
assembly to practice the utmost econ- 
omy. 

“It is hypocritical,” he stated, “to favor 
economy in general terms and at the 
Same time increase the deficit already 
existing by spending money not in the 
treasury. To appropriate more than 
the revenue is indefensible, and you 
can make this answer to the appeals 
of.all institutions: ‘To be just before 
being generous is a cardinal maxim of 
force in legislation as well as in law.’” 

He states that as the result ofthe tax 
equalization bill he feels quite confi- 
dent that the tax rate should be re- 
duced to 3 mills, “with the certainty 
that the legislator will be no longer 
tempted to appropriate beyond 
'state’s ability on the one hand and cut 
the revenue on the other hand. The 
representative who dares to do his 
duty in opposing extravagance will re- 
ceive the commendation, and support of 
his people. 

Refunding State Bonds. 


In speaking of the bonded indebted- 
ness of the state he says: 

“On May ist, 1915, there will come 
due $227,000 of bonds of the state, and 
on July ist, 1915, will come due $3,- 
300,000 of bonds. Provision must be 
made at this session for refunding 
these obligations. 

“We will have in the treasury from 
the sale of the North-Eastern railroad, 
payable in November,‘1914, $153,812.50, 
which must be utilized in taking up 
these bonds. I think all the bonded 
indebtednéss falling due in 1915 should 
be consolidated. Appropriate arrange- 
ment may be made by the te for 
carrying the bonds due in May until 
the first of July. 

“For these bonds falling due in 
1915, there -is no sinking fund. For 
the remainder of the bonded indebted- 

gating $3,000,000, a sinking 
-$,000 a year is provided, for 
Aent of the _ public debt. 
“in 1945, practically the only, 
outstanding bonded indebtedness of the 
state will be that falling due in 1915, 
for which you must make provision.” 
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GOVERNOR OF ILLINOIS. TO. UNVEIL 
MONUMENT IN NATIONAL CEMETERY 
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Marietta; Ga., June 25.—(Special.)— 
Everything here is in readiness for the 
unveiling of the Dlinois monument in 
the National cemetery Saturday by 
Governor Dunne and staff, of Illinois, 
accompanied by a body of veterans 
from Illinois. The unveiling exercises 
will take place at 10 o’clock. 

The monument is approached by 23 
steps, and. the platform. is. 26 feet 
square. The height of 'the monument 
is 26 feet, 19 feet wide at the base. The 
height .of .the-.statue of .the soldier, 
which is in United States’ government 
bronze, together with the. two allegor- 
ical figureq is: seven feet six inches. The 
monument faces west. ' On ‘its north 
side are these words: “85th Regimént, 
Illinois’ Voluhteers, Colonel C, J. Dil- 
worth; 86th Regiment, Illinois Volun- 
teers, Lieutenant Colonel A. L. Fahnés-

The monument is of silver gray 
Georgia marble, and was erected by the 
McNeeél Marble company, of Marietta, at 
a cost of $20,000 appropriated by the 
state of Illinois. 

The wording on the-tablet at the 
entrance of the tunnel is as follows: 
“This tunnel was planned with the 
view of blowing up the Confederate 
works, which their evacuation made 
unnecessary.” 

Two other small markers, designating 
events that occurred during the bat- 
tle, will also be dedicated. 

The battle was known as Cheatham’s 
Hill and was one of the several] fought 
around Marietta, generally called the 
battle of Kennessaw mountain. Behind 
the monument is a board sign. This

stands on the top of the outer breast- 
works of the Confederates. 
this sign the Confederates were en- 
trenched. The Federal troops 
took the top of the hill and never got 
any nearer the Confederate works than 
the exact spot where the monument 
stands. 

This location was chosen by the state 
of Illinois. They did not wish to put 
the monument farther up on the 
or nearer the position of the Conteder- 
ate soldiers than they actually ap- 
proached. The marker shown in the 
foreground of the picture is’. the 
trance to a tunnel which was dug by 
the Federal soldiers under the hill and 
back underneath the Confederate lines. 
Great quantities of powder were placed 
in this tunnel, with a view of blowing 
up the Confederates, but their evacua- 
tion on the night that it was planned to 


set off the powder made-.that unneces- 
sary.

Nash-Obear Controversy. 

Dealing with the military depart- 

ment, Governor Slaton takes up the 
details of the differences which have 
existed between Adjutant General Nash 
and Quartermaster Obear. 
* “Since the last session of your hon- 
orable body I have had brought before 
me in acute form the relation existing 
between the national guard of Georgia 
and the war department at Washing- 
ton. 

“By statutes embodied in 
1461, 1362 and 1363, second volume of
